In repudiating a previous confes- 


sion, Dr. Bass is said lo have told 
more of his wierd insurance plot' 
which resulted in

murder of 


Pearman, whose body was found near 
Gravettc, Ark., a fortnight ago. Dr. 
Bass said that among others, he was 
invited to join in the scheme. Rice 
says he was accosted by Dr. Bass 
last November 13. The dentist told 
him of the plot he had framed to 
collect insurance on a man who was 
marked by St. Louis gangsters, and 
who resembled Rico in physical ap- 
pearance. 


Was Highly Rvsuvclcd 


"I had known Dr. Bass since J was 


a child." said Rice. 
"He and my 


father were boyhood acquaintances. 
While I was employed by the As- 
sociated Press at Jefferson Ciiy, I 
handled some of Dr. Bass' publicity 
in his campaign for Congress. 1 con- 
sidered him one of the most reliable 
men in Missouri. He was influen- 
tial, wealthy and highly respected. 
I was astounded when he unfolded 
his hideous scheme, whieh was vir- 
tually the same us was carried out 
in the murder of William Pearman. 
He made his story more impressive 
by suyintf /that he was associated 
with a gang of St. Louis gunmen, 
and intimated that my life would be 
worthless unless I look the pan he 
had assigned inc." 


Riee .said Dr. Bass took advantage 


of n financial obligation In exael a 
blind promise to help him in a "real 
estate deal." which later proved to be 
Ihe insurance plot. 
As soon as the 


plan was explained so that Rico.un- 
derstood the "jcb" which Bass said 
he had for him, he immediately leu 
Columbia to keep away from the 
dentist.
